THE STRUGGLE IN FRANCO'S 
JAILS (2nd part). 
| * * »* 

For ycars the whole burden of 
struggle against Fascism and Tyranny 
has fallen upon the working-class 
Resistance. Now that there is a 
fecling of unrest cverywhere, and the 
beginnings of an ‘Opposition’ the 
middle-class arc beginningto. suffer, 
and will subsequently take the credit. 
(Already, with naiovetc, Peace News 
has mentioned that the struggle is ‘no 
longer confined! to a few students or 
priests!) 

Many of the libcral camp are in 
the position of mon like Kenyatta or 
Makarion, prior to national liberation 
and are serving an ‘appronticeship' 
for government. But among the 
student movement thore are many who 
have moved, cither before or since 
their stay in prison, to a revolut- 
jonary position far in advance of 
students elsewhere. The ‘'Acratas' 
are the most typical cxample. 


Let us pause to honour our comrade 
Francisco Gil dcJean. His parcnts 
(mixed up in the regime and doing well 
out of it) want nothing more to do 
with hin. He has fought for the 
'ocratas! and found himsclf in jail 
in Teruel. As he is under el, and 
the Dircctorate of Prisons has said 
that this prison is ho longer to be 
used for minors, he was there 
ijllegally'. One of the prison 
“guards tricd to molest him, taking 
him to be once of the homosexual 
youngstcrs who, in Spanish prisons, 
are very often sent to adult prisons 
though under 21, for fairly obvious 
reasons. It may be that the 
authoritics sought to brceak®his 
spirit by mixing him up with then. 
However, the warden finished up 
nursing his jaw. DeJcan was 
sentenced to 150 days in the solitary 
cells aftor being scntenced to 
rigorous punishment by. the disciplin- 
ary committee — assaulting a Warder. 
A visiting judge added the scntence 
of transfer to the ponal centre of 
Ocana. T e conditions here are 
_more ‘disciplined’. 


Twenty scven Basques, ETA and ONT, 
arc in prison in Burgos awaiting 
trial. They are held for a military 
tribunal and charged under the | 
reconstructed law of 'Banditry and: 
Torrorism'. There arc, in fact, 
somo pricsts among the BTA being held 
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as" bandits 


Amongst those held are Ixutoxo 
Abrisketa Korta, of Biscay -— held 
since April 1969. Bittor Araba 

Bilbao, of Bolveta — wounded in 
capture (though unarmed). Jose 

Maria Derronsoro Cedesro, of 

Guipozcoa, held since. December. 

4 woman comrade, Jono Dononso:"o 
Ceboiro, of Santander — held since 
April 1969. & pricst, Jon 

Etxabco Garitacclaya. Also from 

Guipuzcoa, Enrique Gesalaga .. 

Larrota who was wounded whilst shot 

in tho back. Yokin Artola, of 
Guipuzcoa also, facing the death 

penalty. Xavier de la Iglesia, 
wounded while trying to save his 
wife from arrest, for whom the 
death ocnalty is asked. Xabiocr 

Martinoz, held since March 1969. 

Gregorio Lopez Irasueguen, arrested 
for trying to free his companion, 
Miriam Odriozola, now held in - 

prison at Alcala. Also charged 

with offences for which the death 
penalty is demanded are Mario 
Matxiondo and Eduardo Romero. 


This is only abricf summary. 
Many of these prisoners are wounded 
and dying; apart from the inexorable - 
demands of the law to straw 
tribunals. But the concentration 
of names in the Basque area is in 
itself an indication of the genocide 
now being practised in Biscay and 
the Basq,,c provinces.
